the caual, Mr. Sherman asserted that 
this was a “ bugaboo” wholly without 
foundation.

I ndianapolis, Jan. 28.—The import­ 
ant events of the legislature Wednesday 
were the decision to oust Senator Rogers 
and seat Uriah Colbert, the contestant, 
from Laporte county, reached at a caucus 
of 
Republican senators daring the 
morning hour, after the elections com­ 
mittee had decided to report thus upon 
the case; the passage by the senate of 
the swinebreeders’ bill to prevent hog 
cholera, aud a bill to repeal the IO per 
cent clause in the insurance law, apply* 
ing to Indiana companies. 
The house passed the bill fixing the 
age of consent at 16 years. 
About a 
dozen bills had been referred to tho 
committee on rights aud privileges on 
the cigarette question, some of them 
prohibiting the m anufacture and sale 
altogether, others providing for a high 
license and others prohibiting the sale 
to miners. 
The committee reported ad­ 
versely, killing the whole bunch aud 
recommending the passage of a substi­ 
tute measure prepared by the commit­ 
tee, and agreed to by both the cigarette 
trust and the W. 0. T. U. 
This meas­ 
ure prohibits the sale of cigarettes, 
cigars or tobacco in any form, to minors, 
imposing a flue of $25 for the first of­ 
fense, and $60 for each succeeding of­ 
fense with imprisonment of not less 
than 60 days and not more than one 
year. 
The report was concurred in and 
the substitute bill was made a special 
order for next Monday. 
At first the W. 
0. T. U. committee fought for legisla­ 
tion wholly prohibitory, but 
came to the conclusion that that would 
be ineffective and devoted their ener­ 
gies to having the bill amended so as to 
make it apply to all minors, instead of 
merely those ‘under 18 years, and so as 
to make the imprisonment clause m an­ 
datory. 
Thev are opposed to a license 
bill. 
As the trust people first consented 
to the bill it simply prohibited the sale 
of tobacco to minors under 18 years, the 
imprisonment clause was discretionary.

THE CLIF* RUINS OF COLORADO. 


A Region of Especial Interest to Student* 
of the Prehistoric. 
The cliff ruins of tho Ban Juan and 
tho Mancos have been the center of a t­ 
traction, have been viewed from all 
sides, arni their wonders have been told 
and retold to the w orld tim e and tim e 
again. 
Scientific men have visited the 
region, have ]»ei tetra ted southw estern 
Colorado and have considered th at sec­ 
tion a place of especial interest, because 
the cliff aud cave dw ellings are probably 
the oldest in this strange land, being 
the first built in th a t m ysterious journey 
southw ard of a great but unknow n pe*> 
pie. 
For 20 years th* pA»Kp«etor has 
followed the San Ju a n river aud gazed 
w ith careless unconcern on the rough 
aud broken w alls, so full of interest to 
the archax)logist. 
B ut the m ind of the prospector has 
no room for curios, and he has no tim e 
for archaeological investigation. 
He 
sees only the g litter of tho gold in the 
sand, aud thinks only of tho tiino when 
he shall have m ade his stake. 
In No­ 
vem ber of 1892 hundreds of gold h u n t­ 
ers rushed m adly into the canyon north 
of the N avajo m ountain, traveled SOO 
miles over bleak, desert tablelands, suf­ 
fering te rr’bly from the cold, hunger 
ami tile long, w earisom e journey. 
In a 
few days +hey had staked off all the 
available land for f*0 m iles up and down 
th*’ river and then returned home w ith ­ 
out having obtained so much as a c o ld 
of gold, and today have nothing to show 
for it but the stakes. 
It is one of the m ost w ildly pictnr 
esque aud beautiful 
regions 
in the 
world. Th<‘ bleak old N avajo m ountain 
rises abrupt ly and towers like a grim 
sentinel over tho surrounding mesas, 
w hile in a canyon gorge more than 8,000 
feet below its base tho Bio San Juan 
appears like a silver thread. The canyon 
is several nj lies wide, aud a descent can 
tie made to tho river only by a precipi­ 
tous trail, but as the river approaches 
the great Colorado the canyon become* 
more narrow aud the w all more perpen­ 
dicular, and w hen ii merges into the 
C>rand canyou it is scarcely more than a 
(hep, dark channel. 
A few m iles from the Colorado river, 
w bere rue canyon is not more luau BOC 
or 1,000 feet from w all to w all, aud 
where the w alls are perpendicular aud 
smooth, on the rig h t w all are the pic­ 
tures of seven 
w arriors w ith 
bows 
draw n to the last notch, w hile across 
the river on the opposite side are tho 
pictures of seven antelope, apparently 
In full run to escape the hunters. These 
pictures are well executed aud are in 
the most inaccessible places. Evidently 
tlie artist had to be lowered from a 
ledge hundreds of feet above the picture 
aud held suspended w hile he perform ed 
his tedious task* There are m any places 
iu the m ystic southw est where such 
pain! ings are to be found.

I n d ia n a po l is, Jan. 28.— The import­ 
ant events of the legislature Wednesday 
were the decision to oust Senator Roger* 
and seat Uriah Colbert, the contestant, 
from Laporte county, reached at a caucus 
of 
Republican senators during the 
morning hour, after the elections com­ 
mittee had decided to report thus upon 
the case; the passage by the senate of 
the swinebreeders’ bill to prevent hog 
cholera, aud a bill to repeal the IO per 
cent clause in the insurance law, apply­ 
ing to Indiana companies. 
The house passed the bill fixing the 
age of consent at 16 years. 
About a 
dozen bills had been referred to the 
commit tee on rights and privileges on 
the cigarette question, some of them 
prohibiting the manufacture and sale 
altogether, others providing for a high 
license and others prohibiting the sale 
to miners. 
The committee reported ad­ 
versely, killing the whole bunch and 
recommending the passage of a substi­ 
tute measure prepared by the commit­ 
tee, and agreed to by both the cigarette 
trust and the W. O. T. U. 
This meas­ 
ure prohibits the sale of cigarettes, 
cigars or tobacco in any form, to minors, 
imposing a flue of $25 for the first of­ 
fense, and $60 for each succeeding of­ 
fense with imprisonment of not less 
than OO days and not more than one 
year. 
The report was concurred in and 
the substitute bill was made a siP^hu1 
order foe next Monday. 
At first the W. 
T. U. committee fought for legisla­ 
tion wholly prohibitory, but finally 
came to the conclusion that that would 
be ineffective and devoted their ener­ 
gies to having the bill amended so as to 
make it apply to all minora, instead of 
merely thorn under 18 years, and so as 
to make the imprisonment clause man­ 
datory. 
T hey are opposed to a license 
bill. 
As the trust people first consented 
to the bill it simply prohibited the sale 
of tobacco to minors under 18 years, the 
imprisonment clause was discretionary. 
If the women ami the trust continue to 
agree upon the bill introduced Wed ne* 
day it seem s likely that it will 
through without much question.

THE CLIFr RUINS OF COLORADO. 


A Region o f E sp e c ia l I n te r e s t to S tu d e n ts 
o f th e P re h is to ric . 
Tin* cliff ruins of tho San Juan and 
tit* Mancos have been tho center of at­ 
traction, have been viewed from all 
aides, and their wonders have been told 
and retold to the world time aud tim e 
again. 
Scientific men have visited the 
region, have penetrated southwestern 
Colorado and have considered that scc- 
t iou a place of especial interest, because 
the cliff aud cave dwellings are probably 
th© oldest in this strange land, being 
the first, built in that mysterious .journey 
southward of a great but unknown peo­ 
ple. 
For 20 years th* prospector haft 
followed the Sun Juan river and gazed 
with careless unconcern on the rough 
and broken walls, so full of interest to 
the archaeologist. 
But the mind of the prospector has 
no room for curios, and ho has no time 
for arrhtf'ologieal 
investigation. 
He 
sees only tho glitter of tho gold in the 
Band, aud thinks only of the time when 
h** shall have made his stake. 
In No- 
vembor of 1892 hundreds of gold hunt­ 
ers rushed madly into tho canyon north 
of the Navajo mountain, traveled SOO 
miles over bleak, desert tablelands, suf­ 
fering terribly from the cold, hunger 
and the long, wearisome journey. 
In a 
few days fh**y had staked off all the 
available laud for 50 m iles up and down 
the river aud then returned home w ith­ 
out having obtained so much tis a ooloi 
of gold, and today have nothing to show 
for it but the stakea 
It is one of the most w ildly pietur 
esque and beautiful regions 
in the 
world. The bleak old Navajo mountain 
rises abruptly aud towers like a grim 
sentinel over tho surrounding mesas, 
w hile in a canyon gorge more than 8,000 
feet below its base tho Rio San Juan 
appears lik< ti si I ver thread. The canyon 
is several m iles wide, aud a descent can 
bo made to the river only by a precipi­ 
tous trail, but. as the river approaches 
the gn at Colorado the canyon becomes 
more narrow aud the wall more perpen­ 
dicular, and when ii merges into the 
Grand canyou it is scarcely more than a 
d> ep, dark channel 
A few m iles from the Colorado river, 
where the canyon is not more than 80C 
or 1,000 feet from wall to wall, aud 
when* the w alls are perpendicular and 
smooth, on the right wall are the pic­ 
tures of seven 
warriors with 
bows 
drawn to the fast notch, w hile across 
th** river on the opposite sido are tho 
picture's of seveu antelope, apparently 
In full run to escape the hunters. These 
pictures are well executed and are iu 
the most inaccessible places. Evidently 
til© artist had to be lowered from a 
It'dgo hundreds of feet above tho picture 
aud held suspended while he performed 
his tedious task.* There are many places 
in the mystic southwest wliero such 
paintings are to be fou n d .— Denver 
Field and Farm. 


A Pr**paratiou Fur Padding 
Very many persons would like to 
know how to pad sheets of paper so as 
to rnnJ-o tablets, but do not understand 
tho proper composition for putting on 
th* ocjges. 
The following recipe 
is 
vouched for by competent authority: 
Glue, 4 pounds; glycerin, 2 jioiuwts; 
linseed oil, one-half pound; sugar, one- 
quarter jKiuud; anilino dyes in suffi­ 
cient quantity to odor. 
The glue is 
softened by soaking it in a little cold 
w atef, then dissolved, together with the 
sugar, In the glycerin by aid of heat 
over a Water bath. To this the dyes are 
added, after which tho oil is w ell stir­ 
red. It is used hot. Another composi­ 
tion of u M tuowhat similar nature is pre­ 
pared as follow s: Glue, a pound; glycer­ 
in, 4 ounces; glucose sirup, about 8 
tablespoonfuls; tannin, one-ten til ounce. 
Give the compositions an hour or tin vc 
in which to dry or set before cutting or 
bandiiug the pads.— New Y’ork Ledger.
